An Official Count Necessary to Dé- 
termine Ohio’s Position. 


Buckeye Republicans Are Still Quite 
Hopeful, 


Cleveland's Friends Making a Cabinet fo 
Him—Talk of an Extra Session of 
Congress After He is In- 
augurated. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

This morning’s returns of the Presi- 
dential election do not very materially 
alter the situation. In this State the 
result is very close, and while latest 
figures apparently favor Cleveland 
slightly, his seeming plurality is so 
small that later returns may give the 
State to Harrison. 

From Ohio, whlek h is also still in 
doubt and exceedingly close, ‘latest ad- 


vices are a trifle more hopeful. 
The Republicans claim _ part of 
their State ticket, as well as 


the Presidential electors, and an offi- 
cial count wiil be necessary to deter- 
mine the result. 

North Dakota, which has heretofore 
been counted for Harrison, goes into 
the doubtful column.

CALIFORNIA. 
STILL CLOSE AND VERY DOUBTFUL. 
San Francisco, Nov. 10.—[{By the 


Associated Press.| The latest returns 
from California tonight seem to place 
the result of the Presidential election 
in this‘State very muchindoubt. Com- 
putations made on the State vote this 
afternoon indicated that Cleveland 
would have a plurality of about 3000. 
Returns had been received then from 
1339 precincts out of a total of 1924 
outside of San Francisco, and these! 
gave Harrison a plurality of 5448. 
Returns from San Francisco are incom- 
plete and conflicting, but the latest bul- 
letin published this afternoon gave 
Cleveland a plurality in this city of 
7922, making Cleveland’s net plurality 
in the State at large 2474. 

The chairman of the Democratic 
State Central Committee claimed that 
Cleveland's - plurality would be 
4200, and the Republican Committee 
conceded the State to Cleveland by a 
small plurality. But returns from the 
interior of the State came in rapidly 
during the afterroon, and 130 precincts 
were reported between noon and the 
time the last computation was made to- 
night, and these precincts were prin- 
cipally in the several large counties 
—Los Angeles, San Bernardino, 
Kern and Fresno among. the 
number. These later returns not 
only increased the total vote over 
10,000, but they also increased Harri- 
son’s plurality mearly 2000. The com- 
putation made tonight was upon the 
returns from 1469 out of 1924 pre- 
cincts outside of San Francisco, and the 
result was: Harrison, 81,980; Cleve- 
land, 74.535; Weaver, 19,211. Har- 
rison's plurality, 7445. Taking Cleve- 
land’s plurality in San Francisco at 
7922, it gives Cleveland’s net plural- 
ity 477. 

There are still eighteen counties in 
the State from which less than two 
thirds of the precincts have reported. 
‘These counties are Alpine, Calaveras, 
Del Norte, Humboldt, Inyo, Lake, Men- 


docino, Merced, Modoc, Mono, Napa, 
Shasta, Siskiyou, Sonoma, Sutter, 
Trinity, Tuolumne and Ventura. These 


counties complete gave Harrison in 
1888 a plurality of 542. According 
to these figures it seems that the ulti- 
mate result will depend upon Cleve- 
land’s actual plurality in San Francisco 
and final returns from the 455 pre- 
cincts in the interior, which have not 
yet reported. 


The Republican State Committee con- 
cede that Cleveland will have 6000 
plurality in this city. The Democratic 
State Committee claim 8000 plurality 
in the city and the Democratic Connty 
Committee claim 9000. The Rerubli- 
can Committee concede that the Demo- 
crat will have a majority of one or two 
on joint ballot inthe Legislature. The 
Democrats claim a majority of six to 
eight. 

The Call (Rep. ) makes the following 
calculations onthe potitical-.complex- 
ion of the Legislature: 


All districts have been heard from, and 
returns are in except trom the Sixtieth As- 
sembly District.

Panama, Nov. 10.—| By the Associated 
Press.]| According to advices from 
Chile war is imminent between the Ar- 
gentine Republic and Peruon the one 
side and Chile on the other. Peru is 
perfectly armed, and its forces have 
recently received 100,000 Mannlicher 
rifles of the latest pattern, together with 
many other formidable machines of war. 
A Chilean gentleman, just arrived from 
Peru, states thatin that republic the 
approaching war with Chile affords the 
staple of conversation, ana itis a fact 
that the pretense of friendship was 
only put forthas a means of gaining 
time. 

in Argentine Republic, vigorous re- 
cruiting, both of natives and foreign- 
ers, is being prosecuted, and the gov- 
ernment with feverish haste is arming 
the troops. There is no longer any 
doubt that a secret compact against 
Chile, offensive and defensive. exists 
between the two republics named, and 
they are only waiting for anything that 
will serve as a casus belli in order to 
throw one army igto Tarapaca and an- 
other upon the southern frontier, while 
strong skirmishing parties will harass 
the country from the Cordilleres. 

The Chilean government has tardily 
opened its eyes tothe threatened in- 
vasion, and has ordered the steamers of 
one of the Pacific lines to be prepared 
for immediate incorporation into the 
navy. It has cabled the Capitan Pratt 
to proceed to Valparaiso without a_ 
moment's delay. 


THE PANAMA CANAL, 
Ancther Scheme Under Way for Com- 
pleting tho Great Work. 

Panis, Nov. 10.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.}] M. Hielard, vice-presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Paris, entered into an agreement a few 
months ago withthe liquidator of the 
Panama Canal Company, by which he 
undertook to form a company to con- 
tinue work on the Panama Canal in 
order to prevent the lapsing of the 
concessions granted to the old com- 


pany by the government of Colom- 
bia. The agreement signed 
by the liquidator of the Panama 


Canal Company in July last and will ex- 
pire on September 31,1893. Heilard’s 
organization of the company provides 
that a syndicate with a capital of 
f180,000,000 shall take over all the 
existing assets of the Panama Canal 
Company, and the latter shall receive 
5 per cent. of the new capital and one- 
half the net profits.

BRITISH FLAG’ HAULED DOWN. 


Details of Recent Seizures of Sealers by 
Russians. 

San Francisco, Nov. 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Advices from China 
toOctober 11 by the steamer Gaelic 
give details of the seizure of the Victo- 
ria sealing schooner Carmelite by a 
Russian cruiser off Copper Island. The 
Carmelite left Victoria February 1 with 
a crew of twenty-three men, and up to 
August 26 they had taken over 700 
skins. During two days of fog the 
schooner drifted within forty-five miles 
of Copper Island, and here they were 
boarded by officers from the Russian 
man-of-war Vitiaz and the British flag 
was hauled down. Capt. Hughes pro- 
tested to Admiral Dierkoff, who was on 
board the Vitiaz, but the latter re- 
sponded that Russia controlled all the 
waters outside the American and Cana- 
dian limits. 

The crew of the Carmelite were taken 
to Vladivostock, the schooner following 
in command of a prize crew. The Car- 
melite’s men claim that they were only 
haif fed and subjected to exposure by 
the Russians. At Viadivostock they 
were joined by twenty-five men from 
the British schooner Maria, which was 
seized off Copper Island August 21, also 
three men from the schooner Alice 
Moore, who were picked up by the Rus- 
sian steamer Kodiak, which was pursu- 
ing the Moore. The prisoners with the 
exception of five men were sent to Ko- 
rea to be shipped to Vancouver. The 
other five were brought to Hong Kong.

GUARDING AGAINST CHOLERA. 


Washington Authorities Will Continue 
Quarantine Precautions. 

Wasuinctox, Nov. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| In view of the still lin- 
gering possibility of a fresh outbreak of 
cholera in Europe in the early spring, 
and consequent danger of its introduc- 
tion into the United States, officials of 
the Treasury Department have deter- 
mined to maintain the utmost vigilance 
in guarding our ports against the en- 
trance of people or merchandise that 
might possibly convey tie germs of the 
dreaded disease. To this end immigra- 
tion will be generally discouraged, and 
the provision of the President's proclia- 
mation of September 1, imposing a 
quarantine of twenty days on all sus- 


pected immigrants, will be vigorously 
enforced. 


Transportation companies have been 
given to understand this. The depart- 
ment reserves the right to remove 


the restriction in special cases 
calling for such action. According 
to the official construction, all 


aliens who come to this country for 
permanent residence are immigrants, 
and will be treated as such regardless 


of whether they travel in the cabin or 
steerage. 


TERRIBLE SCENES, 


An Almshouse Barned—Inmates Rescued 
With Mach Difficalty. 

FRANKLIN (Pa.,) Nov. 10.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The County Alms- 
house, four miles north of here, took 
fire this afternoon and the building was 
almost totally destroyed, with contents. 
Terrible scenes were enacted, as there 
were about one hundred inmates, many 
of them helpless or worse, and their 
rescue was accomplished with great 
difficulty. The ground was covered 
with snow and a bitter cold wind added 
to the sufferings of the feeble and ail- 
ing.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Prospects of California Tourist 
Travel This Season. 


Several Causes Wiil Probably Con- 
spire to Decrease It. 


General Agents Consider- 


ing the World’s Fair Rates. 


The California Limited Train—Prospecta 
of a Transcontinental Rate War— 
General, Local and Per- 
sonal Mention. 


A passenger agent, who is located In 
Los Angeles, saysthat from the best 
advices he can obtain the tourist travel 
to California will not be as heavy this 
winter aslast. His correspondents in 
the East, who make -it part of their 
business toestimate the traffic of the 
season in adwance, say that fewer Cali- 
fornia travelers are “‘hooked’’ 
than there were at the same 
year. Thecause of this is attributed 
to various circumstances. California is 
as popular as ever, and more so, but the 
World's Fair mext year will serve to 
lessen the stream of travel! to this State. 
A great many people make one import. 
ant trip each year, either for pleasure, 
health or because itis ‘good form’’ to 


now 
time jiast 


doso. If they don’t go to Enrope, 
Florida or California in the winter, 
they hie to the mountains or 
the far North. in the summer. 


The World's Fair at Chicago will 
afford these people an opportunity to 
spend their allowance of time and 
money, though the mileage of travel 
will not be so considerabie. The chol- 
era scare has worn out, and the travel 
to Europe will not be decreased much 
by it. The railroads will have a share 
in diverting the tide of visitors, for the 
lines running sonthward are inclined to 
be more liberal in making low rates 
than are the overland routes. The pas- 
senger man referred tois of the opinion 
that unless the transcontinental roads 
make some extraordinary inducements 
in the wav of low rates, there will be 
not near as many tourists in California 
this winter as last. Settlers and per- 
manent residents are coming in on 
every train, though notin such crowds 
as in times past, end mdny more are 
preparing to come. 
SCRAP HEAP. 

It is stated as a reason for the non- 
appearance of the promised new train 
onthe Santa Fé, to run between Chi- 
cago and Los Angeles, that the cars 
have not yet all been delfvered by the 
builders. As soon as the equipment, is 
ready the announcement of the new 
service will be made. 

K. H. Wade, general manager of the 
Southern California lines, has gone to 
San Francisco on a business trip. 

The new private car for the general 
manager of the Southern California 
lines of the Santa Fé, referred to inthis 
paper the other day, has already ar- 
rived. It is a handsome car of its kind, 
is numbered 201 and has all modern ap- 
pliances and conveniences of a palace 
on wheels. Such a car has long been 
needed by the management of the 
Soothern California. 

The rumors that the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad Compasyv was operating a fast 
Atlantic service are being revived. It 
isnow stated that the company has. 
made a proposition to the Dominion 
government te the effect that if given 
the Intercolonial railway, witha subsidy 
equal to the present deficit, it will en- 
deavor to put on an Atlantic service to 
secure a portion of the World’s Fair 
traftic. To accomplish this the Cana- 
dian Pacific steamships will be tempo- 
rarily delivered to the Atlantic service. 

Western lines are threatened witb 
the most serious rate demoralization in 
their history. ‘The agreement of Sep- 
tember 21 to absolutely maintain rates 
between Chicago and St. Louis and the 
Missouri River is broken to smither- 
eens. 

The mass-meeting of general passen- 
ger agents of the United States and 
Canada, to consider World’s Fair rates 
and methods of handling exposition 
travel, will be held in Chicago Novem- 
ber 22. The chances are more than 
even that the decision of this meeting 
will be acted upon by all lines. | 

Ex-Chairman Aldace F. Walker of the 
Western Traffic Association. and J. N. 
Faithorn of the Southwestern Railway 
and Steamship Association, have per- 
fected arrangements for a trip to 
Mexico. It is understood to be their 
object to promote the tormation of rail 
road associations in that country.

We do not entirely agree with Secre- 
iary of 


State Foster's summing-up of 
the cause of the overwhe!ming Repub- 
lican defeat last Tuesday, although his 
philosophy works out correctly in the 
| conclusion. 

| ‘The party,’’ he said, “challenged the 
_ judgment of the country on the McKin- 


| ley bill, and the verdict must be accepted 
as the will of the people that a different 
policy shall be accepted. Other ques- 


tions entered somewhat into the con- 
test, but not to such an extent as to ma- 
| terially affect the result; nor would it 
have been different if other candidates 
had been selected or other leaders had 
| managed the campaign. 
tration ever went before the country 
with a cleaner record. It is the policy, 
| not the personnel, of the administration 
| that has been condemned.’’ 
| There are three main causes which 
| os be assigned for the great falling 
fre in Republican votes: First, that 
| the candidates were not acceptable to 
the great body of Republican voters; 
second, that the method of their nomi- 
| nation was not in accordance with cor- 
| rect principles, and hence was unsatis- 
_ factory to the country; third, that the 
platform of principles was not in- 
dorsed. 

We think that all three causes, not 
to mention other and minor ones, com- 
bined to cause the defeat. While noth+ 
ing could be said in the way of impeach- 

ing President Harrison's moral charac- 
| ter or the integrity of his official record, 
| he was not the man to inspire the en- 
| thusiasm of the country or the cordial 
; support of his party. The method of 
| his nomination was also distasteful toa 
large number of Republican voters. 
| Even in the convention which nomi- 
| nated him there was an indignant pro- 

test against the undue influence exer- 

cised by the Federal brigade, which was 
nearly 150 strong in that body. These 
two causes, however, were merely inci- 
dental. 

Looking at the election in an abstract 
way, and considering that the opposing 
candidates were merely the represen- 
tatives of their parties—that they stood 
for principles closely formulated and 
diametrically opposed—we are bound 
to accept Secretary Foster's conclusion 
that the country gave its decision on 
| the question of national policy. 

Whether these were the motives or not, 

the result amounts to that. It was 
| given in no hesitating or equivocai way. 
Even Indiana. the President's own 
State, Ohio, the home of McKinley, and 
lllinois, hitherto a stronghold of Repub- 
licanism, went against the party. This 
decision, if put in the blunt language of 
the Democratic platform, would mean 
that ‘Republican protection is a fraud.”’ 
We may refuse to accept the verdict as 
meaning precisely that, but, whether 
we like it or not, must accept the result 
asa fact. 

The Democrats, having achieved a 
victory upon this issue, and having ac- 
quired complete control of both the 
legislative and executive branches of the 
Government, are bounsl to carry out in 
good faith the principles expressed in 
their platform. They are expected to 
give us a tariff for revenue only. This 
the majority of the people of the United 
States have decided upon, and from 
that judgment there is now no appeal. 
The friends of Protection must ‘lay 
low’’ and bide their time. 

We think the majority of the people 


have not yet settled upon free 
trade as\a permanent policy; it 
may be reversed upon a rehearing 
at the polls. A nation may  blun- 
der as well as a community or an 
individual. 


And to present our grounds 
for this belief, we have only to recur to 
history and show how the Nation has 
repeatedly gone wrong before on this 
same question. and had to reverse it; 
self. 

From 18 8 to- 1824, with a mere 
revenue tariff. the balance of trade was 
against us, and during that term of 
Six years our exports of specie ex- 
ceeded our imports by $10,000,000. 
This caused the protective tariff of 
1824, and the effect of the change was 


soon felt. Confidence and activity 
| returned, and, instead of exporting 
(specie, we imported it to a large 
| amount. 


In 1828, a still higher tariff 
‘Was enacted. Under these two pro- 
tective tarifs of 1824 and 1828, up 
to 1834,—ten. years+the whole coun- 
try was blessed with a prosperity never 
before equalled in this or any other 
country. Intheseten years of protec- 
tion, from 1824 to 1834, we imported 
thirty millions of specie more than we 
exported. and paid off the debts of two 
Wars—that of. the revolution ahd of 
1812—in all. principal and 
, $100,000,000. 

But the protective tariff was then, as 
_ it is now, very distasteful to the South, 
anditledto the act. of nullitication 
adopted by South Carolina, and other 
violent measures which are familiar to 
all readers of history. 

The leaders of the Twenty-second 
| Congress, which met in 1832. were 
completely carried away with the idea 
of pacifying the willful and rebellious 
South on any terms, and in February. 
1833, a compromise bill, introduced 
Henry Clay, was adopted. This pro- 
vided that, 

From and after the 81st of Decem- 
ber, 1533, in all cases where duties are 
imposed on foreign imports. by the act 
of 14th July, 1832, or by any other 
act, which shall exceed 20 per cent. on 
the value thereof, one-tenth part of

and after the S8lst of December, | 
1885. 18387, and 1839, respectiveiy. 
a further deduction of one-tenth of 
such excess shall be made’ and from 
and after the Sist of wecember, 
1841, a further reduction of one-half 
of the remainder’ of excess; and. 
from ‘and after the Sist of Decem- 
ber. 1842. the residue of such excess 


Thus, by a gradual process, in less 
than five years, the protective features 
of the tariff were entirely eliminated. 

At the same time, the issuance of the 
Nation's money was taken out of the 
hands of the Government and relegated 
to State banks, much as the Democratic 
party is preparing to do now. 

Thus matters ran along for four 
years. And what was the result’ In 
1837 came the inevitable catas.rophe. 
The banks all over the country sus- 
pended specie payments. Loans and 
discounts were called in and merchants 
wenttosmash. In turnthe banks were 
subjected to pressure and they went by 
the board. Millions of dollars of their 


shall'be deducted. 


subscribed capital stock were found tos 


be mere fictions, and they left their de- 
positorsin the lurch for every dollar 
that had been intrusted to them. 
Worse than that, their notes of issue 
outstanding through the country proved 
not worth the paper they were printed 
on. The Nation was reduced almost to 
the verge of beggary. 

Under the pressure of such experi- 

ence the country returned to a protec- 
tive tariff policy in 1842, But even 
then the Southern representatives in 
Congress opposed the measure with 
great. vchemence. Its passage was 
hailegmwith great joy by the manufac- 
turing interests throughout the country. 
It was estimated by competent authori- 
ties that previous to its passage 200,- 
000 persons, chiefly factory hands, 
were out of employment in the section 
of the country east of the Hudson. 
Upon the passage of the bill every idle 
establishment was at once set in mo- 
tion. The Government credit was re- 
stored, and, inside of three years, 
prosperity reigned again. 
' But in four years the Southern senti- 
ment again secured the mastery, and 
the protective tariff was repealed. The 
country would undoubtedly have suaf- 
fered another reaction at this time had 
it not been for the discovery of gold in 
California and the large amount of 
specie thus placed incirculation. The 
faminein Ireland, due to the potato 
blight, also stimulated our exports of 
produce and thus helpedto tide over 
the difficulty. As soon as the demands 
for the products of our agriculture so 
created ceased, the foreign trade re- 
lapsed into a most unsatisfactory con- 
dition. For the period of ten years 
ending with 1860, the balance of trade 
against the country equalled $357,- 
319,800, the balance against us being 
in part met by exports of specie, which 
for the period named exceeded the im- 
| ports by the sum of $300,000,000. 
The period of depression and hard times 
which prevailed before the war is well 
remembered. 


Upon the accession of the Republican 
party to powerin 1861 the protective 
tariff was restored, and it has been the 
policy of the country up to the present 
time. 

Thus it appears that the United States 
has three times resorted toa tariff for 
revenue only, and three times has in- 
vited disaster. Now, at the instigation 
of the South, we are about totry the 
dubious experiment again. So be it! 
If a majority of the people have deter- 
mined totry again an unsuccessful ex- 
periment, we must all stand the conse- 
quences. Time willtell the story. Time 
is the great viadicator. 


Our Ballot System. 

For an honest, clean, untrammeled 
expression of the popular will, there is 
no doubt that the Australian ballot sys- 
tem is a success. People who watched 
last Tuesday's proceedings in this city 
with a critical eye know that never 
before in the history of the place has 
there been such an orderly, quiet and 
thoroughly respectable general election. 
The political bummer and ward striker 
found, early in the ceremony, that his 
usual election-day avocation was gone. 
It became strictly a matter of business 
for the voter to walk into the election 
booth, and, in a careful, discriminating 
manner, make out his ticket and vote it. 
Then there was no further call for his 
services; he could go along and attend 
to his own affairs. The manner in 
which the tickets were printed and the 
method of selecting those for whom the 
voter wished to record his'franchise en- 
couraged close discrimination. Clerks 
of election, whp took careful note of the 
ballots as they were counted, say that a 


straight ticket Was the exception. 
Even the Demoerats did not -vote 
straight. This disposition, while it 


vends to break down party autonomy, 
is nevertheless a departure in the right 
direction. It serves to place every can- 
didate in his individual merits. It as- 
serts the supremacy of a thinking tal- 
lot. It will teach to political parties 
the lesson that, if they wish to succeed, 
they must put forward as nominees their 
most unexceptionable men. Thev must 
consult popular opinion rather than 
political manipulators and the expe- 
diency of the hour in making up their 
tickets. This’ is wholesome. This is 
in line with the purification in political 

methods, and must affect results favor- 
ably. 

There is one howemer, 
in the Australian ballot system which 
we think is in accord with the 
spirit of the times. The system 
is now a little too cumbersome and 
slow in arriving at results. We 
might just as well adopt the method in 
vogue in New York and other States of 
having two ballot boxes in alternate 
use. At stated times—every hour or 
two hours—or as soon, say, as 
twenty ballots are deposited, the ballot 
box is changed and the count begins. 
A second set of election officers takes 
and all through 
the rest of the day the counting and the 
balloting go on simultaneously. Thus, 
the result may be speedily arrived at 
after the closing of the polls. 

This method would not involve much 
more expense than the one now em- 
ploved, and it would impose far less 
hardship on the officers. The boards 
would be twice as large, but in general 


elections they would require only about 


half the time to perform their work. 
Had this system been employed in our 
late election, we might have had com- 
| plete returns from thiscity by 6 o'clock 


in the evening of electionday. The re 
turns from theentire county might have 
been in before midnight. 

If it were deemed desirable that the 
resuits of the election, as it proceeds. 
should not be known to the public 
(though we know no reason why they 


should not be) the officers conducting 


the count might be sworn to secrecy, or 
might be locked in their rooms and 
kept as closely as a jury while deciding 
a case. 

The adoption of this sysem of count- 
ing, we are satisfied, would be an im- 
provement, and would relieve the pub- 
lic from a great deal of strain which 
naturally results from the present de- 
lay in announcing: the results of elec- 
tions, 

There is another system of election 
which has some points of advantage 
over thé Australian ballot, even with an 
improved method of counting. That is 
by the Meyers voting machine. By 
this arrangement a voter enters his 
booth, andthe door closes and locks 
automatically. He finds before him, 
displayed in tablets against the 


wal, a list of all the  candi- 
dates in nomination, with a little 
button opposite each name. He chooses 


the one he wishes to vote for and 
merely presses the button. An auto- 
matic device cuts off all the other names 
for that particular office, so that he 
could not vote for two different ones by 
any possible mischance, and some sort 


of check arrangement ketps him from 


voting more than once for his favorite. 
After be has gone through the list and 
voted for his candidates he passes out 
through another door, and the entrance 
is thereby unlocked automatically to 
allow another voter to come in. It is 
supposed that a man who has not sufii- 
cient sense to press a button for a can- 
didate has not sufficient sense to vote. 
At the close of the election a cabinet in 
the rear of the voting booths is un- 
locked, and itis then found that the 
votes received by each candidate have 

een recorded by a counting machine, 
and all that remains for the officers is 
to take down the results and certify 
them. The :nachine is mathematically 
infallible so long as it keeps in working 
order, and there can be no quibble about 
the count. 

This system seems ideally perfect, 
and we may yet see itin practical op- 
eration. While the expense for the ap- 
paratus might be considerable, this item 
would probably be more than offset by 
the saving in tickets, clerk hire, etc. 
We are living ina progressive age, a 
mechanical age, and there is no reason 
why invention should not: come in to 
lighten the present cumbersome and la- 
borious processes of election as well as 
in other Jabor-savirig devices. Why nct 
save physical wear-and-tear in politics 
as well as in making shoes’

GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—A fine house greeted 
Margaret Mather at the Grand last night 
upon the opening of her engagement, and 
although the audience was ‘quite as chilly 
as has been the political tidings for the 


last day or two, it warmed up sufficiently to 


give the star a hearty callin front of the 
curtain after the fourth act. 

The Honeymoon, that stately old comedy 
by Tobin, was the play, and while the sup. 
porting company is painfully deficient in 
some particulars, the work of Miss Mather, 
notwithstanding her peculiar mannerisms 
of pronunciation at times, possessed all the 
fire and grace which has given this artiste 
a wide and enduring fame.

A LIVELY ROW: 


Police Officers Before the Com- 
missioners. 


Boyle Heights Citizens After Steven- 
son and Hoff. 


Serious Charges of Neglect of Duty 
Preferred. 


Complaints About Their Actions at thé’) 
Democratic Primaries—The Chan- 
dier-Cowell Fight—Some Very 
Breezy Testimony. 


Mayor Hazard and Police Commis- 
sioner Mackay metin the Mayor's of- 
fice last night at 7:80 o’clock for the 
purpose of looking into charges pre- 
ferred by citizens of ‘Boyle Heights 
against Police Officers Hoff and Ste- 
venson. 

The charge sets forth that during the 
hoiding of the Democratic primaries to 
elect delegates to the late Democratic 
City Convention, both of these officers 
were working in the interest of W. H. 
Workman, a candidate for Mayor, and 
that the officers abused several citizens 
who wanted to vote. 

J. A. Cowell was the first witness 
sworn. He told how Mr. Workman or- 
dered the policemen to arrest men that 
he thought would not vote for his del- 
egates. Witness stated that Burdette 
Chandler, who was doing all in his 
power for Workman, knocked witness 
down and kicked him in the presence of 
the officers, and, notwithstanding the 
fact that several citizens ordered the 
Officers to arrest both Chandler and a 
Mexican named Arguello, they refused 
to do so. They saw the _ trouble, 


and were in a few feet of 
witness when he was'7 kicked. He 
was badly injured, and has. been 


sick almost ever since. The officers 
paid no attention to anyone but Work- 
man and his strikers, who did as they 
pleased. The two officers seemed to be 
working for no one but Workman. 
Several times they arrested persons and 
tuok them a short distance away and 
turned them loose, three or four 
times, when Workman would cry, 
“For God’s sake, boys, don’t let ’em 
slaughter me.’’ 

Mr. Workman asked the witness 
several questions and wanted to know 
what he was doing there, as he was not 
a Democrat. 

The witness replied that he had voted 
the Democratic ticket oftener than 
Workman. 

In answer to a question as to whether 


he struck Chand@ier with an ax handle, 


witness said he did not strike anyone. 
Wit ness had nothing to do with the 
charges against the officers. 

Chief Glass stated that he was re- 
quested to send officers to the polling 
place in question. The request was 
made the day before the primaries. 
They did not ask for any particular 
officers. 

George W. Frane was at the polls all 
day, and heard no trouble until he heard 
Officer Hoff tell Mr. Cowell that he was 
keeping the peace. Mr. Cowell then 
said he did not blame Officer Hoff, but 
he blamed Chandler. Stevenson was 
trying to keep the peace. 

S. L. Clark was present when the 
trouble took place. The row started 
when an illegal voter was being run out 
of the crowd. Mr. Cowellwas standing 
with the ax handle on his shoulder, 
and, as he turned, the handle struck 
Chandler’s hat. Atthis stage of the 
proceedings Chandler grabbed the 
handle and struck the old man with his 
fist, and, as he fell, Santiago Arguello 
struck him a powerful blow and the 
old man fell at Chandler’s feet, and 
then Chandler began to kick Cowell in 
the side. Witnessordered Officer Huff 
to arrest Chandier and Arguella, but 
that officer refusedto do his duty. Hoff 
was standing by atthe time. Mr. Cow- 
ell was unconscious, and could not de- 
mand that the men who assaulted him 
be arrested. 

These same officers were present at 
the caucus a few nights before when 
the tally-sheet was stolen, but they did 
not make any arrest. Witness did not 
order the police to arrest the persons 
who stole it, but he did ask a deputy 
constable, who refused. Witness heard 
that the tally-sheet was taken to Work- 
man, 

Mr. Workman. It’s a lle. I don’t 
propose to have my name brought in on 
everything. 

Witness saw Joseph Hyans steal the 
tally-sheet. He picked it up and ran 
away with it. 

Mi. Workman. Who informed you 
that the list or tally-sheet was placed 
in my hands? 

Witness. I heard several make the 
statement. From your son’s statement 
regarding the tally-sheet, he knew the 
contents of the sheet. 

W. B. Nichols was sworn and stated 
that he saw a fight going on, but he did 
not know who was to blame. There 
was no arrestso farashe knows. He 
heard several call onthe ofticers to 
make arrests. Witness asked Officer 
Stevenson if he did not think an arrest 
should have been made. Witness saw 
Arguello order a man, who had a right 
to vote and was going to vote the anti- 
Workman ticket, away from the polls. 
The officers were asked to protect this 
voter, but they did notdo it. There 
were several cases of this kind that 
came under the observation of witness. 

F. Cobb was the next witness, and 
stated that when he attempted to 
vote some of the strikers held 
him back, and when he _ called 
on the officers to protect him, they re- 
fused, and he asked some one to go and 
telephone Chief Glass to send some offi- 
cers over. The election officers called 
on Officer Stevenson to do his duty, but 
the officer paid no attention to them. 

E. A. C. Reed had some trouble in 
getting a man up to the polls, and as he 
was leaving the polls Oflicer Stevenson 
struck him and knocked him down. 
After that Arguello knocked him down. 
Witness had a wagon that he was tak- 
ing voters to the polls in. He saw 
Sterenson hit him and also Arguello, 
and some one told him that Chandler 
struck him. Several persons kicked 
him while he was down. 


Mr. Workman asked witnessif he was 


not the boss of the repeaters. 

Witness said he went over to assist 
Mr. Cobb, but he had nothing to doavith 
repeaters. Witness said he did not at- 
tempt to trip Officer Stevenson jont be- 
fore he was hit. 

J. P. Rodgers was sworn and stated 
that there was more disturbance at the 
polls than he ever saw. Witness was 
judge of election. Several times wit- 
ness called on the ofticers to arrest 
Arguello and clear the space so that 
the voters could reach the polls» Once 
Officer Stevenson took Arguello away, 
but he was back in a few seconds. 
Workman and his friends wanted the 
election held by the Great Register, but 
as the call did not state that the regis- 
ter should be used, it was dispensed 
with. 

R. W. Fowler stated that he was 150 
feet from the polls and saw Officer 
Stevenson chasing a man away, and he

Both of- 
ficers were within a few feet of the 
fight, but they did not make any 
arrests. 

John Proctor was present and saw

H. L. White testified that the officers 
did their duty. The officers did not see 
the fight when Mr. Cowell was knocked 
down. 

R. Maloney stated that the officers 
were doing their duty. Witness saw 
the row, but the officers were chasing 
repeaters and did not see the fight. 

I. N. Cochran swore that the officers 
did their duty. The officers took no 
part in the election. 

J. C. Fifield was present, and he was 
satisfied that the officers did their duty. 

Officer Stevenson was sworn and told 
how the Reed row took place. Reed at- 
terapted t@trip witness while witness 
was running a repeater away from 


the polls. ‘Witness stopped Reed 
and went on after the repeater. 
While he was awa the fight 


took place. Witness did not search 
Reed for a pistol, as stated by Fowler. 
Witness was not there in the interest of 
Mr. Workman or any one else. He was 
there to do his duty. 

Officer Hoff said he was sent to the 
polls. Hedid not request any one to 
vote the Workman ticket. He did not 
attempt to interfere with any voter. 
Witness separated Chandler and Cowell, 
but he did not seea blow. He did not 
arrest anybody, because he did not know 
who was to blame. 

This closed the testimony, and the 
matter went over until the next meeting 
of the board.

HILL’S TROUBLES. 


The Young Man Held on a Sec- 
ond Charge. 


Committed to Jail in Default of Three 
Thousand Dollars Bail. 


R. Brinkley ont. His Wife on the 
Witness Stand, 


Strong Testimony Against the Defendant 
—No Question About the Money 
Being Received by Hill 
in This City. 


The Brinkley-Hill embezzlemet case 
on preliminary examination occupied 
most of the day in Justice Owens's de- 
partment of the Police Court yester- 
day, and Claude Hill was held for trial 
on the second charge with bai! fixed at 
$3000, in default of which he was 


committed to the custody of the Sherifl 
to await trial. 


Robert Brinkley, the complaining 
witness, was first to take the stand. 
He testified in substance to the story 
already published. 


He was in Memphis, Tenn., in August 
last, and Hill was a guest at his house 
in this city. He was notified by Hill 
and his wife that a note against him 
for $390 that he left in the hands of 
De Groot, the money lender, was about 
due. He telegraphed the money te 
Hill, who was a lifelong friend of his, 
and had done business for him before, 
with instructions to take up the note, 

He thought nothing more of the mat- 
ter until a few weeks ago, when he re- 
turned to this State and learned that 
the note was still in De Groot’s hands. 
He was in San Francisco at the time, as 
were also Mrs. Brinkley and Hill. 

Witness at once looked Hill up and 
asked him if the note had been paid. 
Hill replied that it had, and to prove 
his statement the two friends came to 
this city to see De Groot. At the mect- 
ing Hill still claimed that he had paid 
De Groot, when that gentleman called 
him a liar and a fight took place. 

The next day Hill looked De Groot up 
and apologized. Hiil had only paid $9V 
on the note, and when Brinkley was as- 
sured that Hill had appropriated the 
$200 to his own use he had him arrested 
for embezzlement. 

Testimony was then offered showing 
that Hill drew $390 and used $300 of 
it in some other way than was intended 
by Brinkiey. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Brinkley was. 
sworn, but her examination was con- 
fined to the money transaction alone 
and nothing of a sensational character 
was brought out. She told how Ifill 
was living at her house on Olive street 
at the time her husband forwarded the 
money. She sawitafter Hill drew it 
from the bank, and Hill told her several 
times that he had paid the De Groot 
claim. 

Mrs. Brinkley is a_ pleasant-faced 
young woman, and during the time she 
was on the stand shecreated a most 
favorable impression upon all in the 
courtroom. 

It could be seen every time she’ was 
compelled to look toward Hill that she 
is very much afraid of him, fora fright- 
ened expression spread over her face 
and her voice trembled. 

The defense offered no evidence and 
the Court held Hill for trial in the Su- 
perior Coart. 

After the examination was concluded, 
Mrs. Brinkley was interviewed bv a 
TIMEs reporter at her rooms in the Hol- 
lenbeck. She had just returned from a 
walk with her children, a bright boy of 
about 4 years of age, and a girl about 
two years younger. When asked if 
there was anything she wished to say in 
regurd tothe casein which her name 
had been so freely used, Mrs. Brinkley 
replied thatshe didnot careto talk 
about it at this time, as there had al- 
ready been a great deal of unpleasant 
notoriety over it. She said that she 
was sorry that anyone should have to 
suffer on her account, but in the case of 
Hill, who, not satisfied with accepting 
her husband’s hospitality, repaid his 
kindness by robbing him, and then at- 
tempted to blacken her own name 
and that of her little children, she 
thought that he should receive the full 
pemalty of the law. Mrs. Brinkley de- 
nied in the most, emphaticterms that 
there was anything wrong between her- 
self and Hill. As tothe $3800 trans- 
action, she said that she told the whole 
truth in regard toit. She never re- 
ceived a centof the money, and Hill 
had always told her that he had paid 
the money. This was all she knew 
about it. She did not wish to prejudice 
public sentiment against Hill, although 
he had done both herself and her hus- 
band the greatest injury that he possi- 
bly could, and for this reason she would 


say nothing more at this time, but let | 


the law take its course, and at the trial 
she would tell the truth on the witness 
stand, as she had at the examination.

The Custody of the Child Given to 
the Father. 


The ‘Wite Has No ‘Legal Cause for 
Separation. 


Heavy Damage Suit on Trial in the 
United States Court—lNung Jury 
in a Barglary Trial— 
Court Notes. 


Judge Shaw yesterday rendered his 
decision in the sensational case of E. 
W. Sargent vs. Mrs Grace Ella Sargent 
et al., ordering findings and judgment 
for the plaintiff in accordance with the 


following brief opinion rendered 
therein: 


The evidence in this case fails to estab. 
lish the averment that the plaintiff is an 
improper person to have the care, custody 
and control of his daughter. On the con. 
trary, it shows that he is an exemplary cit- 
izen of intelligence and morality, and as fit 
to have the custody of his child as any 
father would be. The mother is aisoa 
proper person to have the custody of ber 
child. The child would doubtless be well 
cared for and properly trained if committed 
toeither. Thefirst inquiry should there- 
fore be as tothe legal rights of the parties. 
.The defendant does not, in her answer, show 
any legal excuse for living apart from her 
husband. The facts she alleges do not 
constitute a sufficient reasonfor a separa- 
tion. 

The Civil Code provides as follows: Sec- 
tion 103: The husband may choose any 
reasonable place or mode of living, an ~ 
the wife does not conform thereto it! 

gertion. Section 96: . The refucal 
of either party to dwell in the same house 
with the other party whenthere is no just 
cause for such refusai is desertion. Sec- 
tion 155: Husband .and wife contract 
towardeach other obligations of mutual 
respect, fidelity and support. Section 156; 

The husband is the head of the family. He 
may choose any reasonable place or mode 
ot living and the wife must conform 
thereto. Section 157: Neither husband 
nor wife has any interest in the property of 
the other, but neither can be exciuded from 
the other's dwelling. Scction 196: The 
parent entitled tothe custody of achild 
must give him support and education suit- 
able to his circumstances. Section 
246, subdivision 2: As between parents 
adversely claiming the custody or guar- 
dianship neither party is entitled to it as of 
right; but other things being equalif the 
child be of tender yearsit should be given 
to the mother; if it be of age to require ed- 
ucation and preparation for labor or busi- 
ness, then,to the father. 

It will be seen from these provisions that 

the defendant will be in the wrong if she 
refuses to live with the plaintiff. She is 
now living apart from him, apparently 
under the impression that she has a right 
to do so, as under the orK€r of the 
agreement set forth in the complaint. 
That agreement has, however, been re- 
voked, and must be cancelled. I cannot 
presume that,when that is done she will 
continue in the wrong by refusing to live 
with her husband. He evinces an entire 
willingness to have herreturn. He has the 
right to choose the family residence. She 
must conform thereto, and he cannot ex- 
clude her therefrom. If the custody of 
the child is given to him, sbe will not be 
separated from the child by any act of the 
court, nor by any act of her husband. If 
there isa separation, it will be on her own 
voluntary act, done without excuse or jus- 
tification. 
Under such circumstances I do not think 
the child should be taken from the one who 
is without legal fault and given to the one 
who is in the wrong. 

It may be added that the child is not of 
tender years, but is of an age to require 
education, for which the father must pro- 
vide, and thatit appears that the mother 
has no means. If she refuses to live with 
plaintiff. he will be under no obligations to 
support her, and the child, if left with her, 
will be without means of support or educa- 
tion. 

For these reasons I am of the opinion 
that the custody of the child should be 
given to the father. 

SUIT FOR DAMAGES.

Notwithstanding the Election, the 
Town is Highly Prosperous. 


Echoes of November 8 at Home—Repub- 
licans Ungratefal to Faithful OM- 
cers—People Coming and 
Going-- Brevities. 


The result of the election being settled, 
the attention of the numerous subscribers 
is respectfully directed to the fact that 
Pasadena is growing and waxing prosper- 
ous with almost startling rapidity. 

Take a drive about town. On every 
hand new residences—and handsome ones 
at that—are moving skyward. The sound 
of the carpenter's hammer, the swash of 
the plasterer’s instrument and the swish of 
the painter's brush greet the ear every- 
where. Such agrowthin the line of new 
residences is unparalleled in the history of 
the city. In addition tothis the TIMEs re. 
porter was yesterday advised on the best 
of authority that 100 new residences are 
now contracted for, on which work has not 
yet been begun, but all of which are to be 
completed this winter. 

But this is only one phase of the growth. 
Business blocks are being erected with 
corresponding frequency. It does not tax 
the memory to refer to the recent com- 
pletion of a handsome brick block on the 
central portion of Colorado street. Just 
across the way a large force of men are 
laying the foundation walls for another 
building of equal proportions, while a 
square or so further east another cellar is 
being dug for a building equally preten- 
tious. 

But this is not all. Pasadena has grown 
during the summer very materially in the 
hotel and boarding-house line, and it is a 
noteworthy fact that atthis early date in 
the winter season every public house of 
this descrption is well filled or is filled to 
overfiowing. Itis also worthy of mention 
that the finishing touches are now being 
put on a new church, while not far distant 
the foundation walls are being laid for still 
another edifice to be devoted to religious 
purposes. The summer has.also witnessed 
the building of a splendid university 
manual training school, which has already 
achieved a State, if not a national, reputa- 
tion. 

These are mere straws which show 
which way the wind blows. Space does 
not permit going into details in an endless 
amount of facts that lean “in the same 
direction. Briefly summed up, Pasadena ts 
allright andonthe up jump, and its pros- 
perity, present and future, is too pro- 
nounced to be knocked out by four years of 
Democratic rule. 

ECHOES OF THE PLECTION IN PASADENA. 

There were 1224 votes cast. 

- There were castfor Harrison 686 votes. 
Taking this as a basis, Lindley ran 226 
votes behind the ticket, Capt. Simpson ran 
11 votes ahead of the ticket, Col. Banbury 
ran 36 votes ahead and Mr. McLachlan ran 
100 votesahead. J. R. Slater, who was 
up for reélection for Township Constable, 
broke all city records by running 141 votes 
ahead of the ticket. 

The Prohibitionists polled a slightly 
larger vote than the People’s. party and 
neither were much behind the elsewhere- 
victorious Democracy. 

The defeat of Mr. McLachlan and of Col. 
Banbury is regarded as little less than an» 
outrage by their friends and neighbors in 
Pasadena, without regard to party. Not- 
withstanding all the slurs and ignominy 
cast upon these gentlemen by the Los An- 
geles Democratic organ, the people of Pas- 
adena have always had implicit confidence 
in their integrity and eminent fitness for 
their respective positions. Their defeat is 
the more deplored on this account, and 
goes to show that a great many of the vo- 
ters were ungrateful, to say the least. 

It is hard to finda man who lost a bet. 
Everybody was on the right side, or hedged 
in time. 

It is given out that the sorest man in 
town is one who was anticipating a fat 
office from Mr. Lindley, when that gentle. 
man was elected to Congress.

THE INSURANCE UNION. 


Those Interested eny Chat It is About to 
Break Up. 

Tuesday’s issue of aSan Francisco 
paper contained a short paragraph re- 
lating that there was a prospect ofa 
possible dissolution of the Insurance 
Union of the Coast, as follows: 

There is a prospect ofa break in the 
long-time solid ranks of the Pacific Insur. 
ance Union. One company has withdrawn 
and others are expected to follow. A little 
competition willdo noharm. The combi. 
nation has been ironclad for several years, 
In San Francisco the business has no doubt 
been highly profitable. ‘Cheap’ insur. 
ance is apt to betoo dear, but there isa 
medium between combinations for high 
rates and cut-throattactics, which may be 
found through this new movement. 

There have been rumors of this sort 
before, and to the outsider who does 
not understand the working of the 
union the whole thing seems to bea sort 
of a trust, and the general result of 
such a dissolution as the paragraph 
quoted indicates, would necessarily 
mean an immediate and decided lower- 
ing of insurance rates, although such a 
condition would by no means follow as 
a natural consequence. Before the 
union came into existence the so-called 
fire-proof buildings were obliged to 
come under the same rate of pre- 
mium as a mere shell or frame struct- 
ure. Now it is different. The 
union has arranged a schedule agree- 
able to all the companies concerned 
which runs upon a scale, being greater 
or less according to the combustible 
properties of the buildings insured. 
Tabulated catalogues of every building 
on the different business streets in 
each town embraced in.the territory of 
the union are keptin printed form, and 
in blanks arranged opposite each are 
the specifications and head of rates 
under which the buildings are classed. 

But in regard to the reported dissolu- 
tion of the Pacific Coast Insurance 
Union. Inquiry yesterday atthe branch 
office of the organization in this city 


failed to verify the rumor of the pur- 


ported *‘break up.’’ At the office of 
Childs & Silent the reporter learned 
that some time ago the Northwestern 
National Company had threatened to 
withdraw, but that since that time 
amendments have been added to the 
constitution of the anion covering the 
objectional points raised by the com- 
pany mentioned, and an amicable ad- 
justment of the difficulties brought 
about. 

G. H. Bersford, a prominent insur- 
ance man of San Francisco, who is now 
in this city, was also seen and reiter- 
ated what had already been stated. He 
said the rumors of the dissolution were 
a matter of ‘frequent occurance, and 


that no reliance could be placed upon 
them.

REDLANDS. 

The proposition of the City Trustees to 
do away with tle dives which have been 
such nuisances in this city, is now taking 
shape. At the meeting of the Trustees on 
Wednesday night an ordinance was intro- 
dnced repealing the ordinance now in 
force by which hotels are permitted to 
serve malt and vinous liquors with meals. 
Under this ordinance. the privilege in- 
tended for the legitimate hotels of the city, 
there has grown up a inost flagrant abuse 
of the privilege, and shops have sprung up 
in all sorts of places in which liquors can 
be obtained. All that was found necessary 
to establish a thriving trade in drinks was 
to get a room, provide it with crackers and 
cheese, possibl y some other eatables, 
and call it a hotel. Vith these things 
placed before a guest he could be served 
with all kinds and any quantity of ilquors. 
There is one place purporting to be a drug 
store, in which it is reported that a pre- 
scription is seldom filled, the trade being 
chiefly in liquors, which are drank upon 
the premises 

This state of things is now so bad that 
the City Trustees are enccavoring to clean 
the free rum-shops out, and if liquors must 
be sold, see to it that they are sold under 
proper restrictions and regulations. The 
saloon license is fixed by the new ordinance 
at $300 per month, and tie license is to be 
granted or withheld by the Trustees at 
their discretion. 

An amendment was ordered brought in at 
the meeting next Wednesday evening, se- 
curing to hotels the privilege of serving 
guests at table liquors with meals, under a 
license to be granted at the discretion of 
the Trustees, for which a license fee of $10 
per month is fixed. The saloon orainance 
as now framed provides that the saloon, 
should one be licensed, must be kept open 
to the street, devoid of al! screens, painted 
or groond glass windows, and = 
arranged that all drinking may be observed 
from the street. No liquors can be served 
in back rooms; no chairs, benches or other 
seat will be permitted onthe sidewalk in 
front of the saloon. It is probabie that the 
ordinance willjpass substantially inthe form 
presented, as itis thought to insure the de- 
sired regulations and restrictions.
